VISITS or SCHOOLS.—The practice ol'one 


school visiting another is growing in fre- 
quency, and we believe with good results. 
Such, visits are holidays for both schools, 
and anything which increases the cumber 
of those clays of recreation in this country 
should be commended and encouraged. It 
is conceded that Americans, both in their 
schools and in business, work too much, es- 
pecially with the brain.

Racine scholars he said that he had opened 
his school on the 28th of May, and at the 
present time there was hardly a vacant seat 
in the school, which he thought demonstra- 
ted the necessity of such a school in that 
ward. 
Mr. McMynn, ia reply, regretted 


that he did not Gnd it a public school, as 
heretofore. 
He thought tbat a private 


school -was not strictly American, and the 
seventh ward school becoming a private one 
leaves the principal city in the state with- 
out a public high school, which fact had 
been blazoned over the state, and through- 
out the United States, and it was unworthy 
of Milwaukee. 


"tt'e fully agree with Mr. McMynn in his 


remarks, and hope that the policy adopted 
in Milwaukee will not be followed by other 
cities in the state which have well organiz- 
ed high schools.
